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Continuation of 5. does NOT place tiie application in condition for allowance because: applicant's traversal of the restriction requirement 
is not persuasive, and applicant did not present any arguments against the final rejection of claim 1 . Applicant's argument against the 
restriction requirment is that claim 1 is directed to a ceramic tile shaping tool which cannot be used to cut wood molding, as set forth in th 
restriction requirement.. Again, there is nothing in the claimed limitations that would prevent such a method being used with the apparatu 
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
